murder inquest was re-opened today be- 
iorc Police Judge Murphy for the pur- 
pose of hearing the testimony of Alex- 
ander J. Quinn, the bartender of the Ho- 
tel Roland, Now York city, v.ho it is 
olleged heard Pennell threaten to kill 
Burdick and of F. G. H. King, the cash- 
ier of the- hotel. Mrs. Burflick stopped 
at the Hotel Roland during her last vis- 
it to New York and Petmcll visited her 
there. Both men declined to be inter- 
viewed before- the hearing began today. 


The official inquiry into the deaths of 


Mr. and Mrs. Arthur R. Penncll was 
scheduled to begin at the close of the 
Bnrdick inquest. 


When Judge Murphy took his scat on 


the bench he said: 


'•We will close the Burdick case this 


morning, and owing to the absence of 
some of the witnes*es from the city the 
1'cnnell inquest will be K«ld nt a time 
to be announced later. The witnesses 
who have b*en subpoenaed in the Pen- 
nell inquest arc excused until further 
notice. My statement in regard to the 
Burdick inquest will be handed out here 
tomorrow morning." 


Alex. G. Quinn, 
the bartender from 


New York, was the first witness. He 
said he made the acquaintance of Arthur 
R. Penncll early in December last at the,. 
Hotel Roland. Afeked to relate the con- 
versation he 1md with Penncll nt that 
time, Quimi said: 


"Mr. Pcnni'll first asked for a time 


table which was given to him. After- 
ward* he entered into conversation with 
the 
cashier and myself. Mr. 
Fennel! 


had several drinks. He gave 
me 
liis- 


card. During the 
conversation PenncU 


suid: 'You do not know what is pass- 
ing through my mind, hoy?. There is 
one man 1 could kill now even if 1 hung 
for it.' 1 remarked thiit his man nui.-t 
be out of the Mute as we have more im- 
proved methods here now. .1 saw Mr. 
1'cnnoll on the following morning when 
he bade me good bye." 


''Anything else you remember in a 


conversation with Mr. Heiinell?"

Hotel Roland, who was promt during 
the conversation related by Quinn, was 
the next witness. 


During this conversation King said:

swing for it.' 


'•After having another drink I propos- 


ed a tonst which WHS responded to by 
Mr. Pi'iincll. I think lie said 'Here's 10 
death.' At the same time he said he 
was having the greatest time of his life 
although it was at the expense of an- 
other."

DIES FROM OPERATION 


G. F. Swift, Who Be«an Life as 


a Bntcher, Leaves Fortune

Franklin Swift, president of the 
Swift 


Packing company, died at his home, 4848 
Ellis avenue early yesterday, of internal 
hemorrhages. Mr. Swift was 63 years 


old. 


The hemorrhage which caused 
Mr. 


Swift's (teatb. resulted from an operation 
for an infection of the gall bladder, per- 
formed March 22. His death was entire- 
ly unexpected, both by Mr. Swift's fam- 
ily and his physicians. 


"Mr. 
Swift was the father 
of eleven 


children, nine of whom survive him. 


BEGAN A'S A BUTCHER. 


Gustavus Franklin Swift began 
his 


business career as a 
butcher. 
When 


death cut in short he was many times a 
millionaire, leaving a fortune estimated 
at from $7,000,000 to $10,000,000. 
Ho 


was born at Sandwich, on Cape Cod, 
Mass., June 24, 1830, of parents who had 
been Americans for several generations, 
and when he came to Chicago in 1S75 he 
came as a genuine Xcw England Yankee, 
determined to win a fortune in the great 
west. 


DEVISED A REFRIGERATOR CAR 
In 1877 he devised » plan for the first 


refrigerating car. He and his schemes 
were, lautfhpd at and it wus a long time 
before he could persuade the railroads to 
help him. He did a small packing busi- 
ness at first, but il grew rapidly and it 
was no't long before other men saw the 
advantages of his method and imitated 
it. 


The packing bouse of Swift & Co., of 


which he was the president and the con- 
trolling spirit, is one of the greatest 
business concerns in the United States.- 
From the little plant started-by Gustayus 
F. Swift in 1S77 it has developed' into a 
great corporation with branches in Chi- 
cago. St. Louis, Kansas, City, .St. Joe, 
Omaha, St. Paul, and Fort Worth, Tc.\., 
with distributing offices In every impor- 
tant city and town in the United States 
and with T«gr««<!ntative* irr ~m*rly- fifty' 
cities in Great Britain and in the leading 
commercial centers of Europe, Asia, and 
Africa.

jcen filed and must be placed on the bal- 
ots for the special election. 


The expectations are that the govern- 


or immediately after the election, will 
appoint the one elected, so that he will 
wt have to wait until next January for 
the opportunity to take his seat, the 
;ime when ths ten year 'term for which 
ic is elected will commence. The salary 
inder the Inw passed two years ago is 
M>;000,-$1,000- over the p'rescnt salary,

ifc;" said a Sixth street meat dealer to- 
day. "I have 
followed the 
butcher's 


trade for nearly a quarter of a century, 
>ut not until the last couple of years 
lid I hear of ordinary meat, for instance 
>cef steak, demanding 1G cents 
per 


joulid. At one time during my career 
t sold as low as eight cents per pound, 
other meats in proportion. 


Within the last few days mutton and 


Jamb has- advanced from 
one to two 


cents-a pound, sliced 
ham two cents, 


veal stew -one-half cent a pound and Ko. 
2 pork chops and roast one cent. The 
jutoher's predictions, based on present 
ndications, are that the prices mil soar 
lighcr, especially on pork. 


Inquiry among the leading dealers as 


to causo for the high price on meats re- 
vealed none particularly. They did not 
kr.iow for a positive fact whether it was 
due to the beef trust or a scarcity ii 
ire stock, but thought-the former was 
responsible. 


Butter has also taken a jump. Less 


than a week ago it (creamery) was 
worth thirty cents, now tho price is 32 
cents and chances arc it will reach a 
nigher mark within several days. The 
season between hay and grass usually 
makes'butter scarce at this time of the 
:car. Eggs took a tumble from twenty 
:o sixteen cents. 


Coal since the famine has lost its pull'; 


'or two reasons, the mild weather of 
spring and u replenishment of the re- 
cently exhausted supply, and is now sell- 
'ng for $8.50,-, anthracite.' As the coal is 
coining in freely tho market is very un- 
certain and the prices are subject to 
3hangc without notice. Cheaper fuel is 
ooked for after boats have landed a 
;ouple cargoes here.

CUBA RATIFIES TREATY

Unless applied by a 
tirelejs arm and thoroughly rubbed In, 
and thereafter the piece kept in perfect 
polish by a daily rubbtag, the oil is 
sure to form a crust sooucr or later 
which is gummy to the touch and not 
pleasing to the eye. For this reason 
new furniture should be kept as long 
a» possible without the application of 
such restoratives. 


Furniture which has been finished 


with shellac or. varnish, whether in 
glossy or dull finish, should never be 
cleansed with soap or water. Soap is 
made to cut oily substances, and In the 
performance of the service Jor which 
It 13 made eats the oil out of the waxed, 
oiled or shellacked surface it touches 
arid destroys it. 
' 
Where white spots appear on polish- 


ed surfaces from the dropping of liq- 
uids or from heat the immediate appl- 
cation of raw linseed oil will generally 
restore tho color. Tbe oil should bo 
left on the affected spot for several 
hours or over night. Alcohol will per- 
form the service if applied at once to 
rosewood or highly finished mahogany. 
In each Instance, when the color has 
returned, the spot should be repolished 
with a piece ot cheesecloth moistened 
with turpentine.

This brand of Swiss cheeso comes 


•within the limit of ordinary expendi- 
tures for Cheddar cheese and therefore 
wlthrn the means of man}' factories. 
The cheese is made in kettles now 
manufactured with steam connection. 
Tlie curd is soaked at a high tempera- 
ture and a large waste of fat takes 
plnco, which is saved In the better 
equipped factories by passing the wbey 
through a separator, or it is hand 
skimmed. The cheese requires from 
seventy-five to a hundred days for cur- 
ing. First it is put in a cellar with a 
temperature of 05 to 70 degrees, next 
In n temperature of CO to 65 donees 
smd finally in a temperature not above 
60 degrees. It is a swe.it milk produc- 
tion yet there are certain ferments ap- 
parently demanded for develop.1 ng its 
flavor and especially tho "eye.-!," for 
which it Is noted. 


I nm of the opinion that bacteriolog- 


ical investigation is needed to control 
-these ferments not unlike the control 
wo now exercise in cheddur cheese.

Bartender and Cashier of Roland Hotel, 


New York City, Tell Their Story 


in Reopening of the Bin-click 


Inquest. 


BUFFALO, March 30.—The Burdick 


murder inquest was re-opened today be- 
fore Police Judge Murphy for the pur- 
pose of bearing the testimony of Alex- 
ander J. Quinn, the bartender of the Ho- 
tel Roland, New York city, -ft ho it is 
alleged heard Pe-imell threaten to kill 
Burdick and of F. G. H. King, the cash- 
ier of the hotel. Mrs. Burdick stopped 
at the Hotel Roland during her last vis- 
it to New York and Pennell visited her 
there. Both men declined to be inter- 
viewed before the hearing began today. 


The official inquiry into the deaths of 


Mr. and Mrs. Arthur R, Pennell was 
scheduled to begin at the close of the 
Burdick inquest. 


When Judge Murphy took his seat on 


the bench he said: 


"We will close the Burdick case this 


morning, and owing to the absence of 
some of the witnesses from the city the 
Pennell inquest will be held at a. time 
to be announced later. The witnesses 
who have been subpoenaed in the Pen- 
nell inquest are excused until further 
notice. My statement in regard to the 
Burdick inquest will be handed out here 
tomorrow morning." 


Alex. G. Quinn, 
the bartender from 


New York, was the first witness. He 
said he made the acquaintance of Arthur 
R. Pennell early in December last at the.. 
Hotel Roland. Asked to relate the con- 
versation he had with Pcr.nell at that 
time., Quinn said: 


•'Mr. Pennell first asked for a time 


table which was given to him. After- 
wards he entered into conversation with 
the 
cashier and myself. Mr. 
Pennell 


had several drinks. He gave 
me 
his 


card. During the 
conversation Pennell 


said: 
'You do not know what is pass- 


ing through my mind. boys. There i» 
one man I could kill now even if I hung 
for it.' I remarked that his man mu.-t 
be out of the state as we have more im- 
proved methods here now. I saw Mr. 
Pennt'll on the following morning when 
he bade me good bye." 


"Anything else you remember in a 


conversation with Mr. Pennell?" 


"'Nothing except matters of ordinary 


conversation." 


F. G. II. King, former cashier of the 


Hotel Roland, who was present during 
the conversation related by Quinn. was 
the. next witness. 


During this conversation King said: 
"Penneil discussed a picture that was 


hanging on the wall of the room and af- 
ter having a few drinks he said: 'There 
is one man I could kill although I might 
swing for it.' 


. "After having another drink I propos- 


ed a toast which was responded to by 
Mr. Pennell. I think he said 'Here's to 
death.' At the same time he said he 
was having the greatest time of his life 
although it was at the expense of an- 
other." 


After King had identified a picture of 


Pennell Judge Murphy announced the 
Burdick inquest closed.

MILLIONAIRE PACKER 


DIES FROM OPERATION 


G. F. Swift, Who Began Life as 


a Butcher, Leaves Fortune 


Estimated 
at 


$10,000,000. 


CHICAGO, 111., March. 30.—Gustavus 


Franklin Swift, president of the 
Swift 


Packing company, died at his home, 4S4S 
Ellis avenue early yesterday, of internal 
hemorrhages, Mr. Swift was 63 years 
old. 


The hemorrhage which caused Mr. 


Swift's *eath resulted from an operation 
for an infection of the gall bladder, per- 
formed March 22. His death was entire- 
ly unexpected, both by Mr. Swift's fam- 
ily and his physicians. 


Mr. Swift was the father 
of eleven 


children, nine of whom survive him. 


BEGAN AS A BUTCHER, 


Gustavus Franklin Swift began his 


business career -as a 
butcher. When 


death cut in short he was many times a 
millionaire, leaving a fortune estimated 
at from $7,000,000 to $10,000,000. He 
was born at Sandwich, on Cape Cod, 
Mass., June 24, 183D, of parents who had 
been Americans for several generations, 
and when he came to Chicago in 1875 he 
came as a genuine New England Yankee, 
determined to win a fortune in the great 
west. 


DEVISED A REFRIGERATOR CAR 
In 1877 he devised & plan for the first 


refrigerating car. He and his schemes 
were laughed at and it was a long time 
before he could persuade the railroads to 
help him. He did a small packing busi- 
ness at first, but it grew rapidly and it 
was not long before other men saw the 
advantages of his method and imitated 
it. 


The packing house of Swift & Co., of 


which he was the president and the con- 
trolling spirit, is 6ne of the greatest 
business concerns in the United States.- 
From the little plant started by Gnstayus 
F. Swift in 1877 it has developed' into a 
great corporation with branches in Chi- 
cago, St. Louis, Kansas'. City, .St. Joe, 
Omaha, St. Paul, and Fort Worth, Tex., 
with distributing offices }n every impor- 
tant city and town in the United States 
and with representatives fn "rreSrly fifty' 
cities in Great Britain and in the leading 
commercial centers of Europe, Asia, and 
Africa. 
Its employes number 22.607. 


Upon its capitil stock of $25,000,000 the. 
dividends earned in 1902 amounted to 13 
pier cent, 'bhe sales for the year exceed- 
ing $200,000,000.

JANESVTLLE, Wis., March 30.—Spec- 


ial to the Journal—William Rugar , a 
candidate for the position of supreme 
•ourt judge, has declared his Intention 
of withdrawing from the race and has 
so notified the secretary of state. 


The time for the filing of nomination 


papers at Madison of candidates aspir- 
ng for the position of supreme judge ,to 
ill the vacancy caused by the death of 
the late Justice-C.-V. Bardeen expired 
at 0 o'clock Saturday night. Three were 
lied, of which the nominees are. Judge 
R. G. Siebecker, of Madison, Attorney 
William Ruger, of Janesville, and Attor- 
ney Moritz Wittig,. Jr., .of Milwaukee, 
fhe petition of each candidate contained 
respectively 3,000, 1,500-and 1,084 names. 


Early this week the various county 


clerks of the state wfll be notified by 
;he secretary of'state that the nomina- 
tion papers o'f the three candidates have 
>een filed and must be placed on the bal- 
.ots for the special election. 


The expectations are that the govern- 


or immediately after the election, will 
appoint the one elected, so that he will 
not have to wait until nest January for 
the opportunity to take his seat, the 
;ime when ths ten year term for which 
le is elected will commence. The salary 
under the law passed two years ago is 
56.000>$1.0QQ- over the present salary. 


J uge Siebecker seems to be the. gender- 


al favorite, and many predict that he 
will become late Justice Bardeen's sus- 
cessor by a large majority. A canvass 
made by a Journal representative in the 
ocal legal fraternity for their favorit- 
sm of the three candidates, shows that 
Judge Siebecker is the choice of the ma- 
jority of the Racine lawyers. Though 
they hold either of the gentlemen in high 
regard, Justice Siebeeker's experience on 
the circuit bench in their oponion makes 
him more able, better qualified, and more 
desirable for the position.

"I think the action was wise and con- 


servative. The bill carries out the spirit 
of the platform and at the same time 
las the advantage over the assembly bill 
of giving the people an opportunity to 
either -accept or reject a primary law in- 
cluding everything from United States 
senator to coroner. 


"I do. not believe that under any cir- 


cumstances members of congress should 
je selected at th« same'time and under 
:he same conditions that a state ticket is 
selected, and the National Congressional 
committee that I hax'C rw*n connected 
with for many yeajrs always has advocat- 
ed that members oi-congress should be 
nominated at conventions that were not 
controlled by local or state issues. 


'Of course, I do not know what the 


state administration may do with the 
bill as amended by the senate, but 
it 


seems to mn that a failure to concur in 
the senate amendments would indicate a 
lack of confidence in the willingness of 
the people tn ratify the law at the polls, 
for under this bill the primary can be 
applied to the elective office if it is the 
will of the voters of Wisconsin. 


"I do not believe there is a sentiment 


in the seriate in favor of so radical a 
measure ns that passed by the assembly, 
and personally I do not think it would 
be ratified by the people at the polls." 


This is the most that any member of 


congress from Wisconsin has had to say 
about primary elections since the subject 
was first broached six years ago. 


It seems to be the opinion of leading 


men in both factions of the Republican 
party that the assembly will refuse to 
indorse the action of the senate, and 
that, the result will bs no so-called re- 
form at this session of the legislature. 


HISTORY MAY REPEAT ITSELF. 
Senator O'Neil, in replying .to Senator 


Miller, who advocated the administra- 
tion primary bill, made the fiercest kind 
oi an attack upon the Republican con- 
vention of last July, and openly declar- 
ed he had done what he could to make 
votes for Mayor Rose in opposition to 
Governor La Follette.

;han a week ago it (creamery) was 
worth thirty cents, now the price is 3-2 
cents and chances are it will reach a 
aigher mark within several days.

Scott of the 
Discovery, as a result of which he reach- 
ed latitude 82.17.south, was attended by 
great hardships and extra strain. The 
softened snow told quickly on the dogs, 
which all died. 


The party had only a month's provis- 


ions when they left the southernmost de- 
pot and therefore it was impossible to 
continue southward without inviting dis- 
aster. The return jouprney was most 
trying. The party were on short rations 
for five days and their progress was ser- 
iously impeded by fog. Lieut. Shackle- 
ton burst a blood vessel in one of his 
lungs and only his pluck 
pulled him 


through. The crew of the Discovery are 
described as having palpably aged owing 
to hard living, but all are well and cheer- 
ful.

Barnes aban- 
doned his tents and sledges and left the 
dogs to find their own way to the ship.

MUST BE LEFT ALONE 


Sla-very Question Intimately Connected 


With Their Ecligrion-Xatives. 


However, Have Some Good 


Traits of Character. 


CONDITIONS NOT SO BAD 


Tour of Finland Reveals Some 


Destitution But Relief is Be- 
ing Provided Everywhere.

27—Capt. 


John rershing, loth infantry, who has 
been in command i" thr: Moro country, 
has written a letter under date of Camp 
Vickers, Jan. 18, to a personal friend in 
the war department in which he gives 
in detail many interesting facts of the 
disturbances 
in 
Mindanao. Captain 


pershing says that after he was placed 
IE charge of MOID affairs by Gen. Davis 
because he (Pershir.g) apparently could 
get 
along with 
them, he worked on 


the theory that it is necessary to estab- 
lish 
mutual 
confidence 
between 
the 


Moros and the United States. "If we 
are to govern them without a lot 
01 


trouble." he endeavored to demonstrate 
to them that the United States as their 
friend, having no desire to carry them 
oft' into slavery or to take anything be- 
longing to them without paying for it. 
This he writes is all contrary to what 
they have been accustomed to in the 
past. The Spaniards and 
the Moros 


could not get along together vrell. The 
Moros were very jealous of their religion 
and the Spaniards tried to civilize them 
by seizing and baptizing some of them. 
T'here are atrocities committed on botli 
sides as a result oi these differences. 


Captain Pershiiig says that the Moros 


do r.ot realize any other kind of a gov- 
ernment 
that a ".one man 
power. He 


says he has been able to keep all the 
promises he has made which has enabled 
him to be more successful in command 
of that district. They regard him as 
representing the president or America 
and are somewhat uneasy as to what his 
successor will do. The question of slav- 
ery is intimately connected with their 
religion and is something of a vassalage 
or serfdom and not slavery as known in 
this country. He thinks it is a subject 
that should" remain untouched until it is 
understood better. The Moros. he writes 
should have a government which they 
can understand and it should he the pol- 
icy of the United States to let it alone, 
but to make each sultan and datto re- 
sponsible for the acts of his people. ''We 
cannot afford." he says, "to tear down 
their established form 
of government 


without giving them something better, 
and I fear it will be a long time before 
this can be done. 


"The Maciu campaigns have had a 


convincing rlFect as to the impossibility 
of any natives escaping punishment when 
they" commit 
depredations.1' Captain 


Pershing says the Moros have some ad- 
mirable traits of character. "Once a 
friend they all go to the limit for you." 
They are industrious and have splendid 
rice" fields and other agricultural crops. 
The country i= somewhat like the Mo- 
hawk valley and the whole district can 
be compared to that about Lake George. 


Capt. PcrshiiiLr says that ho believes 


the troops could march around the lake. 
now and be received in a friendly spirit 
everywhere except at Bacalod. 


He has a number of reliable secret ser- 


vice Moro and they inform him of thr. 
conditions and feeling among their coun- 
trymen. 


He says there are about 75.000 people 


that live in that region and they are in 
a fair way to become real friends. Ho 
sp.ys this is an achievement ho would be 
proud of arid is almost ready to promise 
it, adding, "though we may encounter 
some oltl hardhearted savage to whom we 
shall have to administer a severe lesson 
in order to teach him and others what 
we can do." 


In conclusion Capt. Pershing says it is 


the most interacting work he has exper- 
ienced in the army and he hopes to re- 
main and bp permitted to work out the 
problem. He thinks that 
a military 


government for a long time to come is 
the onlv one for the Moros. 


ST. PKTERSBCRG, March 27.—Dr. 


Julius -s. Reuter, a lecturer of the Uni- 
versity of Helsingfors, who was detailed 
by the Finnish National Relief commit- 
tees to make a tour of Finland positive- 
ly denies that his party either found or 
heard of any parish where there are a.- 
000 destitute persons as has been stated. 


During the whole trip Dr. Reuter was 


only able to procure one bit of "hunger 
broad" which was 
composed 
of 
flour 


made from green grain mixed with bark, 
and even this had been preserved since 
the early part of the winter, before the 
relief committee was able to extend its 
operations to cottages in out of the way- 
places. Dr. Reuter and his party -visited 
iiftv poor cottages and found in every 
one" of them plenty of bread and supplies 
of flour. 
Dr. Reuter adds that of course there 


would have been untold suffering but 
for the assistance of the committee which 
was so largely 
helped by American 


funds. The committee now has branch- 
es in every village and parish and every 
case of .suffering discovered is carefully 
attended to. Potatoes 
and milk are 


scarce, but the committee supplies suf- 
ficient bread peas and salt iisli, while 
careful}- avoiding making the 
people 


more comfortable than in ordinary years 
nnd exacts labor in payment of its help, 
whenever possible, so as to avoid pau- 
perizing the people. 


As to the stories of deaths from fam- 


ine, Dr. Eeutcr adds no such happenings 
have been reported anywhere.

day of excitement the senate-lasfc evening 
passed the assembly primary election bill 
with -an amendment that the provisions 
of the measure relating to state officers 
congressmen, and members of the legis- 
lature shall be submitted to the people in 
1004 and ratified by them before taking 
effect. 


The vo'tc on the bill as amended was 


18 to 15, the three Democratic senators 
voting with the minority. On the adop- 
tion of the amendment the vote was 18 
to 15, sixteen Republicans and a majority 
of the entire Republican membership of 
the senate, and Senators Randolph and 
North, democrats, voting in favor of it. 


The Merton bill, the measure reported 


by the committee on privileges and elec- 
tions, was killed in the forenoon by a 
vot« of 18 to 14, Senator Bird being ab- 
sent. 
At 4 o'clock the committee reported 


the senate bill No. 18S, (known as the 
original Merton bill introduced 
during 


the first days of -the session) for indefi- 
nite postponement and tie assembly 
measure with some minor amendments 
for concurrence. Senators 
Morse 
and 


Whitehead dissenting to the report on 
the latter bill.. 


The senate bill was indefinitely post- 


poned, and then the other measure was 
taken up, and amendments thereto pro- 
posed and disposed of. Senator Kreutzer 
offered an amendment in the form of a 
substitute, cleminating from the opera- 
tions of the act congressmen and state 
officers. 
This amendment was defeated 


by -a vote of 4 to 29. Senator Rogers 
then introduced an amendment which 
proposed to retain the primary provis- 
ions with respect to state officers and 
congressmen, but eliminating the provis- 
ions relating to the members of the leg- 
islature and candidates for United States 
senators. Mr. Rogera waa the only sen- 
ator who voted for.this amendment. Sen- 
ator Gaveney then introduced the amend- 
ment which was adopted. 


NO PRIMARY LEGISLATION. 


The senate has passed a primary elec- 


tion bill based upon its own ideas as to 
what extent it is wise to try tli« experi- 
ment, and it remains for Governor Ln 
Follette and the lower branch of the 
legislature, where according to popular 
belief the state administration influences 
are all powerful, to make the next move. 


It is not believed that the assembly 


will accept the amendment made by the 
senate to the bill which passed the lower 
house several weeks a<jo.

The explanation of the Elkins law as 


eet forth by the Inter State commission- 
ers do not explain as they might. The 
commissioners at the request 
of well 


known traffic men have interpreted the 
new law, and the essence of the whole 
thing is that it is punishable for any pub- 
lic carrying corporation to offer any in- 
ducement that would lead to any discrim- 
ination whatever. This is the one item, 
that contains the essentialness of the new- 
law. What is discrimination needs no 
particular explanatory remark, but what 
tend* to produce discrimination is quite 
another item. No public carrier may do 
any act that in any wise might induce 
thereby some individual or firm or 
poration, to give a preference to 
particular railroad, and in the event of. 
favors being granted, the receiver is pre- 
cisely as liable as is the given. No net 
may be performed by a. public carrier 
that in any wise gives one shipper an 
advantage, however small over another. 
The public carrier shall not grant any 
favor that may be the means of inducing 
favorable shipping thoughts on the part 
of the person, firm or corporation receiv- 
iit* such. If a railroad under the inter-

tion. About 20 per cent of the money 
provided for support of the Minneapolis 
schools is spent for education for about

An 
attempt has been made to get them to 
weigh and sample the milk of each 
cow in their herds every seventh week, 
the object being to determine which of 
the individual cows are the most profit- 
able, so that the fanner may be able 
tor weed out the poor cows and keep 
•nly the profitable ones. Mr. A. J. 
Glover is looking after this work, and 
mil necessary apparatus is furnished 
by the university. The farmers who 
take up the work are required every 
•eventh week .to weigh and sample the 
milk from each cow in the herd tor 
fourteen consecutive milkings. From

the 


•mounts of milk and of butter fat 
each cow has produced for the three 
weeks before and will produce for tbe 
three weeks following the test The 
eow's yearly record is made up from 
these tests, and In this way the total

CARE OF FURNITURE. 


How to Clean and Keep It In Good 


Condition. 


The care of furniture woods Is an 


exceedingly interesting part of the in- 
telligent . housekeeper's duties. 
The 


daily light dusting must supplement 
the weekly rubbing if the "bloom," in 
this instance not desirable, is to be 
kept away. 
As a rule, the use of oily restoratives 


is to be deprecated, says a writer In 
Harper's Bazar. Unless applied by a 
tireless arm and thoroughly rubbed in, 
and thereafter the piece kept In perfect 
polish by a daily rubbing, the oil is 
sure to form a crust sooner or later 
which is gummy to the touch and not 
pleasing to the eye. For this reason 
new furniture should be kept as long 
as possible without the application of 
such restoratives. 


Furniture which has been finishec 


with shellac .or, varnish, whether in 
glossy or dull finish, should never be 
cleansed with soap or water. Soap is 
made to cut oily substances, and in the 
performance of the service for which 
It is made eats the oil out of the waxed, 
oiled or shellacked surface it touches 
and destroys It. 
' 
• 


Where white spots appear on polish- 


ed surfaces from the dropping of liq- 
uids or from heat the immediate appli- 
cation of raw linseed oil will generally 
restore tbe color. The oil should be 
left on the affected spot for several 
hours or over night. Alcohol will per- 
form the service if applied at once to 
rosewood or highly finished mahogany. 
In each instance, when the color has 
returned, the spot should be repollshed 
with a piece ot cheesecloth moistened 
with turpentine.

How to Test ERHTI. 


A new method of testing eggs for 


their freshness has been communicated 
to the Agricultural society of Saxony. 
An egg plunged in water tends to rise 
with more buoyance according to Its 
nge, owing to enlargement of the emp- 
ty space at the thick end by evapora- 
tion of water from the white; hence 
the egg takes a different position in 
the water. Fresh eggs remain hori- 
zontal, an egg three to five days old 
makes an angle of 20 degrees with the 
horizon, one eight days gives an angle 
over 45 degrees, and at the end of four- 
teen days the angle is 60 degrees. An 
egg three weeks old lies at 70 degrees. 
One three months remains vertical, and 
when it is older still it floats. 


How to Destroy Cootlne Odors. 
If the cooking of the turnips, onions 


or even the turkey has left the least 
suggestion of Its preparation In the 
dining room, pour a few drops of oil of 
lavender in a vase or bowl and half 
fill with hot water. This gives a de- 
ightful freshness to the air, which is 
most desirable when the house is stuffy 
and doors and windows cannot be 
;hrown open at the last moment 


How to DcBtror Moths. 


Make a mixture of gasoline and one- 


fourth ae much wood alcohol, in which 
has been dissolved as much corrosive 
sublimate (bichloride of mercury) as it 
will hold. Inject this with a syringe 
into the cracks of a wall and floors and 
spray "infested" furniture with it, be- 
hind and under upholstered seats, etc. 
Take one room at a time, being careful 
to have no fire or artificial light about, 
and shut the room up closely ^ir eight 
hours. The process may have to be re- 
peated once a month for perhaps three 
months if the infliction be grievous, 
but if faithfully done it is sure death 
to all vermin. 


How to Clean Enameled Shoes. 
Enameled shoes'can be kept in good 


condition by washing them in sweet 
milk. All dust and mud should first 
b» removed; then the shoes should be 
thoroughly WE. shed with the milk and 
then wiped dry with a soft cloth. This 
.will give them" a polish almost equal to 
new and will help them to retain their 
smart appearance for a long time. 


How to Stew Lobsters. 


For luncheon or for a late snppe: 


stewed lobster is a delicate dish. It i 


ot difficult to prepare, and if the lob 
ter is boiled In advance it can be got 
eady in a few minutes. First extract 
he meat from a boiled lobster, cut it 
p into small pieces and put in a stew- 
an. There should be just enough wa- 
er to keep it from burning and to make 
the gravy. Cook it slowly for five min- 


tes, and add one tableapoonful of out- 
er 'a little nepper and salt and then 
heat to boiling. Pour it into a dish 
.nd serve hot. 


How to Keep Flatlronp. smootn. 
To prevent irons from sticking rub 


them with a piece of beeswax tied up 
n a bag of cheesecloth. This will make 
hem both smooth and clean.

How to Mnlce Olive Sauce. 


An olive sauce'is an excellent relish 


to serve with warmed over meats. 
Brown one tablespoonful of butter, 
add one heaping tablespoonful of flour 
and brown again. Add half a pint ot 
beef stock (that made from extract ot 
beef may be used) and stir until smooth 
and thick. Season to taste. Add one 
tablespoonful of Worcestershire sauce 
and one dozen olives chopped fine and 
simmer five minutes.

How to Bnrn Bituminous Fuel Soe-

" William S. Essick, secvetnry of the 
Reading <Pa.) Stove works-, suites that 
in view of the fact that there have been 
so mauy inquiries as to the use of soft 
coal and coke as .a substitute for an- 
thracite coal he had secured all the in- 
formation that he thought was suffi- 
cient to sjssure people that coke or soft 
coal can be burned successfully, says 
the Coal Trade Journal. 


"When a flre is started -with bitumi- 


nous coal in the ordinary cooking stove, 
all the dampers must be open. The 
coal will then kindle quickly. Put the 
coal on in small quantities or the fire 
.will be smothered. Keep the firebox 
pretty .well filled and free from ashes. 


"In a range be careful ID starting a 


fire not to fill the firebox too full, as 
the bituminous coal will swell or ex- 
pand and raise tbe lids. Coke can be 
burned in precisely the same manner. 


"In filing the fires for the night in a 


stove or heater observe the following 
rules: 
, 
"First—Have a good, strong fire. 
"Second.—Put on fresh coal. 
"Third.—Let the draft on. long enough 


to burn off the gas. Thi» requires but 
a few minutes. 


"Fourth.—Cloge all the dampers or, in 


other -words, take off all tbe draft. 


"In the morning stir up the flre well 


iwlth a poker, put on the draft, and a 
good, quick flre will soon be sectired, 


"The smokepipe In a range should 


not be less than six or seven inches in 


! diameter. When less than that, the fire 


is apt to be sluggish. 


"Tbe flues, smokepipes and chimneys 


must be cleaned from time to time and 
the soot removed. The accumulation 
of soot in a stove or heater where soft 
coal is used is much greater than when 
anthracite Is used. 


"Experiments have shown," said Mr. 


Essick, "that soft coal can be used as 
successfully as anthracite and at less
